“A resolution adopted at a mass 
meeting of Missouri cotton pro­ 
ducers tonight branded your ex­ 
port control program, announced 
yesterday, as ridiculous and ruin­ 
ous to the cotton producers of this 
country. 
It is a pure and simple 
price control program in the eyes 
of cotton producers. 
“You used the G overnm ent loan 
stocks to increase prices, and now 
w hen the producers have cotton to 
sell you attem pt to break them 
by breaking the price below a 
living point. 
The result will be 
to cause the producers to sell on 
a depressed m arket to large oper­ 
ators, who, in turn, hold until the 
price advances 
again 
after the 
little producer has been forced to 
sell. 
“We spent years building up ex­ 
port trade, 
and now with 
one 
stroke of the pen you wipe out 
the whole thing, while manufac­ 
turers of synthetics rejoice over 
the victory. 
“Your method seems to be ac­ 
cording to the opinion of the mass 
meeting tonight is to make the 
rich richer and the poor poorer. 
The resolution tonight in effect 
dem ands that you rescind your 
order of yesterctey as they feel 
we have enough 
cotton to

care of domestic consumption and 
exports and leave a comfortable 
carry over at the end of the year.

The standard way of settling is­ 
sues that go to the American peo­ 
ple is by majority vote. One m an’s 
voice is as good as another’s. 
But when it comes to support of 
schools in Missouri the rule doesn’t 
hold. One vote against a school 
levy cancels two in favor ofvjt. 
The whole purpose of the pro­ 
posed amendment No. 1 is to per­ 
mit the majority rule on school 
levy elections the same as in most 
other elections. 
The two-thirds handicap is a 
device sometimes used for special j 
situations. For example, Missouri | 
requires a two-thirds vote to carry ! 
a bond election. This handicap is | 
based on the theory that debt is a j 
dangerous thing and there ought i 
to be heavy support before a com- j 
inunity can obligate itself. The 
two-thirds rule is designed as a 
brake on public action. 
We don’t know that the two- 
thirds is justified even on bond is­ 
sues. Kansas and many other stat­ 
es let the majority rule on bonds. 
But what is the possible excuse 
for putting an unusual brake on 
normal support of schools? Is vot­ 
ing money for education a suspic­ 
ious thing like taking on a big 
debt? Is educating children such a 
radical idea that the state must 
load it down with a big handicap? 
Is one voter against a school levy 


j so much wiser that his vote should 
be worth the votes of two people 
who favor a levy? 
We suggest that a tax lor the 
support of schools is just as de­ 
serving as a tax for the city, coun­ 
ty or state. And none of them is re­ 
quired to go through any kind of 
vote fo" normal operating taxes. 
The ru: . * bodies simply levy the 
necessr y tax. 
The fact is, the state constitu­ 
tional delegates never intended to 
put a special load on schools. The 
revised constitution permitted the 
school boards of high school dis­ 
tricts to levy up to a dollar on the 
hundred dollar valuation which 
was all that most of them needed 
—in 1944. The higher levy by two- 


thirds vote was simply to take care 
of exceptional cases. 
Since 1944 costs have almost 
doubled. If any high school dis­ 
tricts can still get along on a dol­ 
lar levy they are the rare excep­ 
tions. The drastic economic change 
has forced virtually all Missouii 
schools to overcome the two-thirds 
handicap to stay open. 
Nobody can tell us that the voter 
who is against full education for 
the children is any better than the 
person who favors education. And 
he isn’t entitled to the vote of 
double value that the two-thirds 
handicap gives him. 
Amendment No. 1 would let the 
majority rule. That’s common sense 
and it’s right.—Kansas City Times.

after the 
little producer has been forced to 
sell.
